The 
president Is convinced th»t if the war Is 
to be brought to a close? the Spanish 
forces must speedily bo driven from the 
Island, and he is a!ao convinced from the 
evasive movements of the Spanish fleet 
that it will not be wise to delay action 
much longer while waiting to find out 
what the fleet Is about. Sampson's fleet 
and Schley's can attend to operations by 
sea; but operations by land will no longer 
bo held dependent upon the result of a 
naval battle. 


The president has also been brought 


to this decision by the great pressure 
from all parts of the country to send re- 
lief at once to those starving in Cuba, 
and to lose no time In carrying out the 
purposes for which the war was begun. 
It has been forced home upon him that 
the continuance of the present policy 
will only result In aggravating conditions 
in Cuba, and that it may lose us the 
sympathy of the non-combatants there, 
who have been looking to the United 
States for relief. 


General Lee has said that to defer 


operations till the middle of June would 
be fatal, as it would not be feasible to 
carry out an effective* jiiMtary move- 
ment after that time. By the first of 
June, for that matter, it will be difficult 
to conduct artillery operations in the in- 
terior, as the roads will soon become im- 
passable from continuous rains. Fortu- 
nately the army of invasion will be able 
to confine itself in a large measure to the 
neighborhood of Havana, where the 
roads are fairly well made, and in fairly 
good condition. 


Troops will be hurried to the south 


more rapidly than ever, and every energy 
will be bent to equipping them and or- 
ganizing them in brigade formation. It 
is hoped that within a fortnight it will be 
possible to throw 50,000 men into Cuba, 
and others will 'be sent if necessary, just 
as soon as they can be obtained. The 
operations have be.n handicapped by the 
failure of tha war department to obtain 
supplies of various kinds, and ev.n now 
the red tape by vfhich the movements of 
the department have been tied is very 
much in evidence. 


Some who havo been urging delay in 


sending troops to the Philippines say 
that it will take much more than 16,090 
men to make occupation effective, but 
the best military authorities do not agree 
with this view. It is pointed out that 
Great Britain keeps only 40,000 English 
troops in Tndia to maintain its occupa- 
tion of the immense territory there, with 
millions of natives. Only 20,000 English 
troops are required for the occupation 
•f Egypt. Tha great bulk of the troops 
in India are sepoys, and in the same 
manner when our occupation of the 
Philippines goes into effect it is believed 
that not more than 15,000 or 20,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers will be necessary. If any 
Ather troops are needed they can be mode 
up of natives under th. command of 
American officers. 


Despite statements to the contrary 


there is every reason to believe that 
Sampson and Schley will soon form a 
combination at Key West.

OUD NAVAJO BLANKETS. " 


They Are Now So Bare M to Be Alnaoa* 


Frlcelos*. 


Dr. W. H. Work of Cbarlestown re- 


tnrned from a trip to Arizona and brought 
back with biro several Navajo blankets. 
"But," he remarked sorrowfully, "they 
are net what they u»ed to be. Tbe Nava- 
joea are too improvident and lazy to make 
such blankets as they used to make in the 
years gone by and before tbe white man 
began to banker after that particular 
weave. 


"The blankets now turned ont are piti- 


ful and tawdry affairs compared with 
those of bygone tiroes. Those of today can 
be bought for aboujp $30, while a real old 
fashioead blanket is really priceless and 
cannot new be bought. Those ancient 
blankets wore half an inch think and 
would bold water as well as a wooden tub. 
The finest of them are found buried with 
bodies of dead chiefs, and they are p'rao- 
tioally indestructible. 


"Tbetronen who weave tbe blankets 


of today csa make tbe old fashioned blan- 
kets just as well, for they knew the secret 
of iBannfoetare. bat tbe cheaper blanket 
is easily sold and takes only a short time 
to make, while it would take nearly a 
year to weave one of tbe real blankets, 
those glorious combinations of colors and 
material, one of wbiob wonld easily be 
worth $500, 


"They bave an exquisite color sense, 


these woman, and blend their material 
perfectly. The coloring is fast and is made 
of vegetable and mineral matter, tbe se- 
cret of the making' being banded down 
from generation to generation. A tribe 
can beLkoown by the color scheme of its 
___~fels. 
Tbe designs vary greatly. 


5h*netiniM religious ceremonies ore typi- 
fied, sometimes tribal and sometimes per- 
sonal history or ether themes, all of which 
may be read by those skilled ia the sign 
and color languages of tbese Indians. 


"Bow are the blankets made? Ob, tbe 


manner is very primitive and seems sim- 
ple enough. They are woven on upright 
frames by band, and the threads are 
pounded together as tight as possible. Bu6 
the glory of the Navttjo blanket has de- 
parted, atid I expect before many years tha 
secret at their making will be lost."—Tn- 
dianapolis News.

MRS. HOPKINS AND THE SCHOOL OF 


APPLIED DESIGN FOR WOMEN. 


Ito Exhibition This Week to B« 


well Ceremony — New and Larger Quar- 
ter* Next Year- The Star "Applied Oe- 


"— Art Mad* of Practical Vain*. 


NEW YOKE, May 18.—[Special.]-r-Mrs. 


Dunlnp Hopkins, founder and head of the 
New York School of Applied Design For 
Women, is prouder of the institution this 
year than ever, as she has a right to be. 


Organized six years ago with, the expec- 


tation that; it might require financial aid 
for a decade or moie, the school has been self 
supporting from the start, and this year 
has been the most prosperous in its his- 
tory. Not only have the students been 
more numerous—tho names oil the rolls 
numbering 410, an increase of 21 over last 
year—but tho financial returns have been 
better, and this week's exhibition will be 
the most satisfactory that has ever been 
held 
This exhibition, by the wav, is to 


the "Applied Designer" exactly what 
commencement is to other schools, and 
the one this week will be a sort of farewell 
ceremony to the quarters at SOO West 
Twenty-third street, which have been tho 
school's home since its beginning. 
When. 


tho classes reopen next fall, the entire in- 
stitution will have removed to new quar- 
ters on Thirty-fourth street, where there 
is room, for ten years or more of steady 
growth. 


Twenty-fix States Represented. 


There Is no more broadly representative 


school in New York than the "Applied 
Design,'' for its girls include recruits from. 
26 states, the extreme east being repre- 
sented by a delegation from Maine, the ex- 
treme west by representatives from Wash- 
ington and the extreme south by students 
from Florida. There is no more practical 
school, for those who attend are not only 
instructed with direct reference to the 
winning of a livelihood, but are helped and 
encouraged to earn money while in train- 
ing. More than f 5,000 has been earned in 
this way in tho 12 months just drawing to 
a close in spite of the obvious fact that 
only the more advanced students can turn 
their talents to pecuniary advantage and 
that no work is allowed to leave the school 
unless it is 01 sufficiently high standard aa 
to artistic design and thoroughness to be 
a credit to the institution. 


It may be that this latter provision less- 


ens tho output somewhat temporarily, but 
in the long run it Is extremely beneficial, 
since it Insures first quality, and the effect 
has been such that there are always more 
orders on the books than can possibly be 
filled. When these orders come in, they 
are assigned to the students thought most 
competent to fill them, and time and facil- 
ities are afforded for tho performance of 
tho work. Advice is given by the instruct- 
ors as to the methods and materials to be 
employed, and so on, but the compensation 
goes to the student without deduction. 


This compensation, by the way, must be 


equal to what would be paid to a man for 
similar work. For silk designs the girls 
receive from $30 to $25 each; for wall paper 
designs, $50 to $75 a set; for book cover 
designs, $10 to $35; for rugs, $15 to $35. 
There is a sliding scale of prices for illus- 
trations, ranging from $5 up, perhaps the 
average is not far from $20, while for archi- 
tectural designs the regulation 6 per cent 
on the cost of the building is exacted. 


Th* Star "Applied Deaigneri." 


The Misses Gannon and Hands, archi- 


tects and star "Applied Designers," have 
done so well that they havo recently been 
enabled to take two students of the school 
into their employment as assistants, and 
their novel tenement house is now actually 
Hearing completion on an uptown- street, 
being in construction under their personal 
supervision. It will be finished in the 
course of two or three months. 


The Gannon and Hands tenement house 


plan came into existence through the offer 
made some years ago by the New York 
tenement house commission of a consider- 
able money prize for plans to secure a cer- 
tain amount of floor space in buildings put 
up on single city lots without resorting to 
the expedient of dark rooms. Many men 
architects, some of them well known and 
highly successful, competed for the prize, 
but most of their plans were rejected as 
not meeting the requirements at all, and 
it was feared that none suitable would bo 
offered. This fear was dispelled at once on 
examination of the Gannon and Hands 
plans, however. Their successful treat- 
ment of the problem was apparent at a 
single glance. 


Some who have given most attention to 


the tenement house problem declare that 
these plans eliminate several of its most 
difficult features, and much wonder has 
been expressed that no building has as yet 
been constructed in accordance therewith. 
The trouble has been that tenement house 
builders generally have hitherto fought 
shy of adopting the innovation, some de- 
claring frankly that they do not approve 
of taking up a new thing, others that the 
tenants themselves would not "stand for" 
the proposed way of building their houses 
and others that the plans cannot be prac- 
tical because they were drawn by girls. 


Mrs. 
Dunlap Hopkins believes tho suc- 


cess of the first building put up according 
to the Gannon and Hands plans will bring 
about a general revolution In tenement 
house designing, and BO do many others, 
including Bichard Watson Gilder, editor 
of The Century Magazine, who waa presi- 
dent of the snement house commission 
and Is greatly interested in tenement house 
reform. 


The new tenement house plan is of 


course only one of the achievements of 
tho star'' Applied Designers.'' They have 
planned and built hospitals, cottages, 
stores, warehouses and city residences. In 
appearance these girls are not in the least 
like conventional "new women"—in fact, 
nine in ten would declare both to be of tho 
"clinging ivy" variety.' Their confidence 
in their ability to do good architectural 
work is not a whit less pronounced, how- 
ever, than tbat of the most successful man 
architect, and they have a strong ambition 
to put up some great building tbat shall 
be a monument to woman's constructive 
ability. 


Some idea of the range of the sohool was 


given earlier in this, letter. Its work is 
divided into two general departments— 
elementary and advanced. There are nine 
courses in the elementary department, be- 
ginning with "object drawing" for all and' 
winding up with "casting shadows" foe 
architectural students and "elementary 
antique" (or Illustration students.

courses. Practical designing of all sorts 1* 
Included In the advance department, and 
there are besides special course in watei* 
color painting under Paul do Ixmgpre, 
animal drawing under Dan Beard, 
glass painting, etc.

It -was as far back as 1668, according 


to Samuel Pepys, that one Knipp came 
to him about the "woman's day" at 
tbe playhouse, which be was expected 
to patronize in order to increase tbe 
profits. Perhaps the first organized ben- 
efit for a particular favorite, however, 
vas that given to Mrs. Barry in 1687. 
On such occasions it was customary to 
charge for admission to the stage, which 
in consequence often became BO throng- 
ed that when a player to whom the dis- 
tinction was accorded had to make his 
appearance before tbe footlights to take 
np his part in the piece it had not in- 
frequently to be stopped for several 
minutes while the attendants forced a 
passage 
for the 
unfortunate actor 


through the throng of his admirers. 


Thus on the occasion of Quin's ben- 


efit at Oovent Garden, in 1753, the old 
actor, who was incumbered with the 
heavy dress of Falstaff, wa« several 
minutes before he could pass on to the 
stage on account of tbe crowds that 
were assembled in the wings. Perhaps 
one of the saddest of the many benefits 
which have been celebrated at Drury 
Lane was that given on Jnne 27, 1838, 
for Grimaldi, the greatest clown the 
stage has known, -when the heartbroken 
old man was wheeled on to the stage in 
•n armchair and hopelessly broke down 
in bis endeavor to sing bis once famous 
ditty "Hot Codlins." The old man's 
memory had completely forsaken him. 
On that occasion a sum of £1,700 was 
realized, which for many years remaiu- 
ed a record.—St. James Gazette.

Defects In Steel. 


Different opinions hare long been en- 


tertained by practical experts as to the 
causes of defvota in steel, and attention 
has lately been oallad by a writer in 
The Mechanical World to the fact, ai 
elicited by tbe most careful and repeat- 
ed investigations, that most of the de- 
fects peoulitr to rails, plates and ban 
are dne to blowholes in ttie castings, 
that is the ingots, such plates and bars 
being rolled out of what is supposed to 
be a homogeneous ingot] but which is 
liable to have a cavity inside, not de- 
tectable by chemical or mechanical 
tests, even though every rail were tested 
in its entire strength. 


The blowhole, according to this writ- 


er, might be in a position in the ingot 
that it could not be rolled oat, but 
would remain in the center of the head 
of the rail, and that would run, per- 
haps, about one-fourth tbe length of the 
rail. If, however, the blowhole was in 
some other part of the ingot, it might 
work out as a flaw on the surface of the 
rail when finished, and this could be 
detected by the inspector. But how to 
detect tbe one which is hidden in the 
head of the rail—which cannot be done 
by the present and old mode of inspec- 
tion—i£,the problem.

labor committee in its Inquiry as to the 
cause* ef tli* reduction in wage* in cot- 
ton mUla have been embodied in a con- 
servative report to the general eourt. 
On tbe question of salaries paid to of- 
ficera of the mills the committee aa-ys: 
"We have not been able to get any 
definite testimony DM to the salaries of 
the official* from .the officials them- 
•elves, but have some indirect infor- 
mation which leads to the conclusion 
ithat the salaries paid are, on the whole^ 
fv«ry good, and some are large." 


The report review* the situation 


minutely and find* that the principal 
eau*a of the reduction is the great in- 
crease in production of cotton goods at 
a time of widespread business deprei- 
•ion, and the competition arising there- 
from. It at*o show* that aeme of the 
mill* have not u**d sufficient of their 
earning* in repairs and improvements, 
and becauae of thli have continued to 
make the more common grades when the 
(rowing demands of business have been 
for finer and better grade*. 


The report say* in part: "Th* com- 


mittee believes that if nothing els« ha* 
been accomplished aa the result of the 
extended hearing* given, both employ- 
es and employer* understand conditions 
better than they did before. Th* com- 
mittee acknowledge* that th* southern 
mill* are large competitor* In business, 
but not sufficiently In tbe opinion of the 
committee to menace the Industry in 
New England seriously.

To Prevent Iron Bust. 


Among the new and useful metallur- 


gical processes of note the San Francis- 
co Scientific Press speaks of one by 
which iron rnny be effectively protected 
from rust. In this a eolation of ferrocy- 
anide is mixed with a flasseed varnish, 
to which has been added a small quan- 
tity of turpentine or benzol. The evap- 
oration of the alcohol leaves tho flasseed 
varnish, which (forms a coat and pro- 
tects the cyanide of iron, the same being 
deposited upon the metal by the use of 
the ferrocyanide, the only preparation 
required by iron for such treatment be- 
ing the removal of auy rusb that may 
have formed on it not admitting of the 
action of such a solution. Another proc- 
ess of interest to workers in metallurgy 
is that of substituting the use of man- 
ganese for_German silver, the different 
metals and their proportions being as 
follows: Copper, 67.25 per cent; man- 
ganese, 18.50 per cent; zinc, 18 per 
cent; aluminium, 1.25 per cent, the 
color of this metal closely resembling 
German silver, being also fully as 
strong as the best quality of the latter 
and possessing superior adaptation for 
casting.

Care of the Piano—The Foster Fillof| 


No-velty—Lemon Pies That Hover 


Fail—A Change In Shades. 


It is well to sometimes rub the wires; 


of a piano gently with a chamois or a 
flannel cloth and to pass a soft muslin 
over the sounding board by means of « 
slender point, which will slip between 
the wires and engage the cloth, which 
may then be carefully moved overtha 
surface, taking off the dust.

canton flannel, working upon .a epaca, 
not larger than yonr-hand. Wipa-it oil 
with clear water and rob well with 
clean canton flannel until it-'is perfectly' 
dry and well polished.

suds does not affect the original finish 
in the least, but simply removes that 
which obscures it, and if rubbed abso- 
lutely dry with a brisk motion the re- 
sult is that the piano is cleaned and 
brightened.—Enid E.iBennett in Worn* 
au's Home Companion.

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WARSHIP 
DEATH 


The Dangers, Aside From 


Hostilities, Which Our 


Sailors Must Face.

The United States war vessel, wheth- 


er she be a battleship or an unarmored 
cruiser, when swinging at anchor looks 
like a graceful dove nestling oft the wa- 
ter. When she skims over the sea, she 
reminds one of the swan, as with ap- 
parently no effort she cleaves the waves 
and is at once a thing of beauty and a 
joy to the eye. In the coat of white 
paint, which was always kept in a state 
of purity, the simile held good. In lead 
or darker color some of the grace has 
disappeared, and there is possibly a for- 
bidding look about her when with gun 
muzzles poking from every porthole and 
crowds of armed men hovering about 
the decks in threatening altitude there 
is no doubt of her bellicose intentions. 


Despite the air of peaceful serenity 


when the war vessel ia merely a naval 
messenger glinting across the oceans 
from country to province, from king- 
dom to republic, she is at all times a 
veritable death trap. Serious accidents, 
if not wholesale disasters, have fre- 
quently been averted only by the readi- 
ness of wit and reckless bravery for 
which our sailors are famous. 


Danger lurks everywhere on board a 


modern man-of-war. The most careful 
sailor, marine or officer often finds him- 
self on the verge of a catastrophe 
which without quick thinking and light- 
ning action on the part of some one 
would destroy him and many of his 
mates and perhaps entail the entire de- 
struction of the ship and crew. A think- 
ing head on his shoulders during his 
making hours is an absolute require- 
ment of every one on board a man-of- 
war from stoker to captain. 


A week rarely passes that some one 


on a warship is not more or less dan- 
gerously hurt. If there is not an un- 
guarded open hatchway for him to step 
into and fall to the deck below, with 
broken limb or cracked skull, the sea- 
man has a chance to mash his toes or 
crush his fingers in the mechanical ma- 
neuver drill of overhauling battery. 


On the cruisers that carry sail, both 


for steadying purposes and as motor 
auxiliaries in case of need, he may be 
struck on the side of the head by a 
loose snapping halyard, or he may be 
tumbled to the deck from a suddenly 
slackening ridge rope. Down below in 
the black hold of the ship a fireman is 
often thoughtlessly picking up an al- 
most redhot slice bar at the wrong end 
or getting a stream of steam In his eyes 
irom the careless handling of valves. 
In fact, the majority of a crew in a 
three years' cruise are very likely to 
have some maimed or injured finger, 
elbow or knee and some scar on arm, 
face or head as a memento of their term 
of service. The man who returns to his 
mother, -\vife or sweetheart as well and 
sound as when he left her is consid- 
ered very lucky. Ordinarily there may 
be less danger on the sea than on the 
land, as the sailor is fond of declaring, 
but this cannot truthfully be said of a 
man-of-war. 


Spontaneous combustion is, however, 


the great bete noire of the fighting ship. 
It ia the most dreaded danger and must 
be constantly and carefully guarded 
against. Fire in the coal bunkers may 
jeach the magazines, and there would 
ensue a tragedy only equaled by the 
horrible catastrophe of the 
Maine. 


Great quantities of coal are dug in va- 
rious parts of the world that are prac- 
tically perfect for steam making pur- 
poses, but this kind is not used on a 
warship because of its known liability 
to ignite of itself in hot bunkers abut- 
ting upon fire and boiler rooms. 


In each of the bunkers there Is, of 


course, an automatic apparatus that 
gives the alarm when the temperature 
of the coal bin rises above a certain 
point. The bunkers are numbered, and 
if the temperature of No. 3, for example, 
rises beyond the set mark the danger 
ia announced by means of a ringing reg- 
istering machine placed just outside the 
captain's cabin. The marine orderly for 
the commanding officer, whose station 
Just outside the cabin door enables him 
to keep his eye on this fire alarm, is al- 
ways the man to communicate the news 
to the officer of the deck. Then the 
ship's bugler sounds "fire quarters," and 
every man is instantly at his detailed 
post on the fire station. 


There is no guesswork. Every sailor 


has been drilled in this for months, and 
he has an,exact position In which to 
stand. The absence of one or more men 
makes no difference. The vacancies can 
be supplied from outsiders. Steam is 
turned into the bunker indicated by the 
alarm and the fire quickly extinguish- 
ed. Such minor conflagrations are not 
Infrequent, but the landsman never 
bears of them unless from the Idle chat 
of sailors months afterward. 


No coal passer or any other person 


connected with an engineer's gang ia 
permitted to carry an open light into 
the bunkers, though the passers often 
violate this regulation. The bunkers are 
each fitted with two standing electric 
lights, but in coaling ship the glass 
casings surrounding these lights are 
generally smashed by accident, leaving 
the bunkers unlighted. As there ia then 
Cimmerian darkness inside, the passers 
carry open lights despite the emphatic 
rule that they should not. 


There are today several warrant offi- 


cers In the navy who are Indebted for 


uniforms to the rapid .ludnrmpnt 


and oravery in the face of impending 
magazine accidents. Many true anec- 
dotes are related of the sagacity and 
quick wittedness of sailors, men and of- 
ficers in the moment of danger, and 
no act of bravery ever goes unrecog- 
nized by thf government. 


One of the first of the navy's new steel 


•hips had not been in commission three 
months before a bright apprentice boy 
executed a rapid descent into the en- 
dangered magazine, an act that placed 
him at the top of th* line for the gun- 


ner's warrant he now holds. The gun 
divisions of the crew were overhauling 
the after magazine, breaking out fixed 


and ca 
pu\\J<.r and 


gun cotton and cleaning and red lead- 
ing the bilge. The ship had not been 
equipped with electricity, and BO closed 


he carried against the steel aide of the 
hold. The spring that held the lamp in 
place gave way, and, still lighted, it fell 
right side up on top of a large can of 
powder that was ready to be hoisted. 


The two men In the pit had gone aft 


in the magazine to haul more cans of 
powder to the hooks, and they did not 
see the lamp resting on the can of 
powder. The men at the top of the 
hatch were in a stupor of horror, but 
the alert apprentice boy, who later re- 
ceived his sword for the heroic act, 
shinned down the tackle and grabbed 
hastily the lamp. The flame had al- 
ready begun to heat the can metal. The 
boy put the light out, grabbed the rope 
with his right hand and the can of 
powder with his Ipft and yelled up the 
hatch, 'Tull me and the can up to tho 
main deck, you fellows!" 


Another instance of personal heroism 


directing operations, and with him 
a gunner's mate, serving as a mes- 
senger. One of the big guns waa on 
the "needle point" of being electrically 
fired when the mate's sharp eye saw 
that the breech of the cannon was not 
locked. He didn't indulge in any dis- 
concerting yell that might have caused 
the man at the electric button to give 
it an accidental push.

The Miantonomoh's Big Guns, 


Every shot fired from one of the mon- 


itor Miantonomoh's big guns costs Un- 
cle Sam the sum of $250. The projectile 
weighs 500 pounds, and over 300 pounds 
of powder are required to expel it. It 
is claimed by the officers on the vessel 
that this mass of steel can be thrown 
with accuracy at least six miles with 
the present elevation of the guns and 
much farther than that should the guns 
be raised higher than they now are on 
the decks. The monitor has only stor- 
age room for 100 rounds, but these are 
considered sufficient to disable any or- 
dinary antagonist.

How the Enormous Cannon 


on a Man-of-War Are 


Manipulated.

It is very difficult to realize the star- 


tling difference between the- navy ol 
1812 or 1848 and that of 1898. The condi- 
tions are as diametrically opposed as 
right and wrong or black and white. 


The sailors' snug- quarters, which re- 


sembled the cheap bedroom of a fourth 
rate boarding house; the grun deck, with 
Its overhead timbers, reminding one of 
the interior of a barn; the mass of intri- 
cate ropes in coils and slack, the many 
folds of flying sheet and sail, have all 
disappeared. Now it is inside iron case- 
ments apparently that both men and 
officers live, though the rooms of the 
latter may have carpet or matting on 
the floors and such personal decorations 
as their fancy dictates. The vessel of 
former years was a wooden tub. Now 
she is an iron or steel shell. 


Up to half a century ago the spars 


and sails were the agents of motion 
and muzzle loaders with smooth bores 
the means of warfare. The cutlass and 
the hand grenade were important fac- 
tors, and hand to hand combats were 
distinctive incidents of many of the bat- 
tles. "Repel boarders!" was a sort of 
warcry. To dash on to an enemy's deck, 
broadsword in hand, mid fire and smoke, 
with wood splinters in the air, was a 
heroic fact as Illustrated in the thrill- 
ing engagements of the Bonhomme 
Richard, the Chesapeake and Perry's 
victory and Macdonough's flghU on the 
lakes. 


Heroism will always be a factor in 


battle, but sclencp Is minimizing its re- 
sponsibility In each new warship. 


Sword drills are still a daily exercise 


for sailors, but It Is Impossible to Imag- 
ine an occasion when such knowledge 
will b« utilized. Naturally there are al- 
ways contingencies, and the cutlass 
might still serve as a weapon for an at- 
tacking party, but In close quarters the 
revolver IB a more effective instrument 
of slaughter and in an emergency 
would prove an arm of greater efficien- 
cy. 


A battleship or cruiser Is an elaborate- 


ly organized mechanism, as complete in 
detail as a great foundry, a printing 
press establishment or a manufacturing 
plant. The great engines which propel 
her at tremendous speed through the 
water also supply power to the huge 
dynamos which are her nerve centers. 
The great guns are fired by electricity 
and loaded by hydraulic mechanism. 
Aiming no longer the function of a 
keen eyed gunner, but a mathematical 
problem calculated to a nicety. Even 
the steering gear is electrically con- 
trolled. 


The crew has also been converted 


through constant drilling into a body of 
skilled mechanics or electricians, or 
both, who know just how every engi- 
neering device must work and what is 
to be done in case of accident. 
The 


captain in the conning tower is the su- 
preme factor in the fighting movements 
of the iron fortress, for that is what 
the modern battleship Is. At his hand 
are wires and tubes running to the tur- 
rets, barbettes, casemates and engine 
rooms, and his orders are translated 
into action by the operators who handle 
the levers and wheels. 


Those who have never seen a naval 


engagement may form an excellent Idea 
of a sea fight, aside from the thrilling 
adjuncts of a genuine battle, by what i» 
done In target practice, for the prepara- 
tions are exactly the same as those 
made for a real contest. The decks are 
cleared, and the machinery is set In mo- 
tion. 


The discharge of a 10 Inch rifle Is apt 


to be attended with unpleasant results 
iTiiT'*?*' r^^fcr i%rcc2.t!t!crt3 n.rc t~!icn. 
The gunners brace themselves for the 
shock by holding the arms rigid and 
the hands away from the body to give 
the lungs free play. The mouth is kept 
open so as to equalize the pressure on 
the lungs, head and ear drums. It is not 
known whether the discomfort after the 
firing of a big gun proceeds from the 
concussion or the vacuum created aft- 
er the shock. Men who use cotton in 
their ears are more liable to suffer the 
consequence of bursted ear drums or 
ruptured blood vessels than those who 


have not taken any precaution against 
the shock of noise. 


Many instances of killing by con- 


cussion are well known to naval offi- 
cers. A sheep 30 feet away has fallen 
dead after the discharge of an 8 inch 
rifle behind a barbette, and on the 
Atlanta on one occasion after two 6 
Inch broadside guns had been fired 
several times in succession subsequent 
investigation showed that the cutters 
and whaleboats which were suspended 
on the davits 35 feet above and to the 
rear of the cannons' muzzles had open- 
ed in the seams and joints and were 
practically unseaworthy. 


It is true, however, that the thunder- 


the Intoxicating odor of burnt gunpow- 
der. The gunner is allowed about three 
minutes to load and fire his piece, while 
the smaller ones are discharged more 
rapidly. 


A 5 inch gun has been shot at a 


target two miles away so quickly that 
four projectiles were in the air before 
the first struck. Immediately after the 
smoke of the first shot has cleared 
away all the exposed brass work, which 
has been shining like gold, is seen to 
have turned green. It is a practical 
lesson in chemistry—the combination of 
an acid gas and a metal. 


After the discharge the gunner opens 


the breech, which belches smoke and 


structive energy'of an entire fleet of a 
century ago. One shot from a 46 ton 
gun has the concentrated power of 
a whole broadside from an old time 
"74." An adversary after having re- 
ceived the fire of a modern" battery 
would not be appreciated as a spoil of 
war, for she would be destroyed rather 
than damaged by the Impact of the 
huge projectiles. If she did not sink, as 
would generally be the case, her crew 
would repel boarders by means of rapid 
flre guns instead of fighting them with 
cold steel. 


By the use of electricity an entire 


broadside can be fired instantaneously, 
but it has not yet been done. The Eng- 
lish man-of-war Majestic, of 10,000 tons, 
is afraid to try the experiment because 
naval experts declare that the recoil 
would be so great there would be seri- 
ous danger of capsizing her. The Iowa, 
with her 11,500 tons displacement and 
her correspondingly heavier armament, 
will hardly dare to attempt what a ves-

Flags of the Army, 


The most important flasr in ~he army 


next to that of the secretary of war Is 
the United States headquarters stand- 
ard. It has a blue field gorgeously em- 
broidered with the national arms in 
brown and gold. Wherever it appears 
In active service It denotes the presence 
of the general commanding the army ov 
hia nearest ranking general. 


In the regular line of march every 


regiment composing an army carries at 
its front the national colors, bearing on 
the fourth red stripe from the top the 
number of the regiment and Its char- 
acter, whether infantry, artillery or 
cavalry. Besides this It carries a regi- 
mental flag on which ia embroidered a 
national* coat of arms similar to that 
on the president's special flag. The 
regimental flag for the Infantry ia blue. 
The cavalry is yellow. The artillery and 
battalion colors for engineers are both 
scarlet, but the flag for engineers bears 
a three turreted castle instead of the 
spread eagle. 
Detached troops of cavalry and artll- 


!ery carry small guidons, or pennants, 
bearing the troop number and letter. 


The regulation colors for the army, 


Whether national or regimental, meas- 
ure 6& feet long by 4 feet 4 Inches wide. 
All "service" flags are made of bunting. 
Colors for ceremony are of sillr The 
trimmings, fringe, cord and tassels, ot 
all flags must conform to the regu- 
lation colors of the division to which 
they belong. Flag pikes are 9 feet long 
and 1% inches in diameter in the cen- 
ter, tapering slightly toward the ends. 
The pike is tipped witfi * nickel plated 
spearhead in the shape of a heart.

L. M. Hayden, a Veteran, Dies Sud- 


denly This Morning. 


Lester II. Hayden died suddenly this 


morning at the home of Mrs. Jadevine, 81 
Holden street, where h* had roomed for 
some time. He was around as nsua no to 
Monday night, when he was taken seri- 
ously ill. He was partially relieved by 
treatment, bat his condition remained se- 
rious, though not supposed to be danger- 
ous. 
His son, J. W. Hayden, remained 


with him all day Tuesday and till 9.30 in 
tbe evening, when he left him in a com- 
fortable condition and with BO thought 
that the end was so near. At 4 o'clock 
this morning he was fonnd dead. Tbe 
immediate cause of his death was a shock 
which was probably brought on by his 
other trouble. Mr. Hayden h«.d suffered 
two shocks before, one 10 years ago and 
the other about two years later. Since 
that time he had not been able to do 
much, although he enjoyed very comfort- 
able health ani was a familiar figure 
about town. 


Mr. Hayden was in his 69th year. He 


was born iu Clarkiburg March 10, 1830, 
and was the son of Miles and Mariuda 
Hayden. 
When a yonng man be worked 


for B. R. Tinker, who at that time manu- 
factured powder in Clarksburg. Tbe rail- 
road would not transport powder in those 
days and Mr. Hayden drove a team and 
delivered powder at the plaots where it 
was ordered. One of the trips thus made 
was to Chicago and return. 


Mr. Haydeu enlisted in 
Co. .B, 31st 


Massachusetts regiment, 
and 
served 


nearly four years in the war of the re- 
bellion. He went out as second lieutenant 
and returned as captain of his company. 
He took part in 16 engagements and was 
never wounded. He nev«r joined the 
Grand Army and he talked but little of 
his war experience, for which reason 
many did not 
know of his honorable 


army record. 


After the war Captain Hayden held a 


position in the senate chamber in Boston 
for five winters and later he traveled in 
the West on business. For several years 
he had lived in retirement. He was a 
social man and always had a pleasant 
greeting for friends and acquaintances. 
Hi3 death was a surprise to tbe com- 
munity, aa comparatively few had beard 
of bis illness. 


Mr. Hayden's wife was Susan Clark of 


Clarkburjj. She died in 1871. Three sons 
were born to them and all are living. 
They are John W. and Arthur L. Hayden 
of this city and Fred C. Haydeu of Au- 
burn, N. Y. Three brothers and two sis- 
ters also survive, Myron and Joseph Hay- 
den of Clarkiburg, Watson D. Hayden of 
Bridgeport, Cona., Mrs. Betsey Ketchnm 
of Elgin, 111., and Mrs. Charles W. Clisbee 
of Canapolis, Mich. 


The funeral arrangements have not 


all^been completed, but the funeral will 
be held in Grand Army hall, Friday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, and the burial will 
be in Hillside cemetery.

Grounds at Braytonville School Nearly 


Ready For Use., 


Work on the grounds ot the Brayton- 


ville school has been ia rapid progress for 
some time, and is now nearly completed, 
•o that the play grounds will be ready for 
use in a short time. The grading has 
changed the appearance) of the property 
greatly, and • steep slope just above the 
street shuts off a view of the grounds, so 
that few who pass know of the play 
ground above. 


There has been considerable complaint 


that the slope, which rises sharply from 
the road to the level play ground, has 
spoiled the appearance of the school 
grounds, as it shuts off a view of the 
entire ground, np to the school and gives 
the road on that side almost the appear- 
ance of s, railway cut. But this was dis- 
cussed before the work of grading was 
begun, and it wag found necessary in 
order to provide for the play ground or 
athletic field on the property. 


In its present condition tbe property 


gives a very uninviting appearance from 
tbe street, but the slope will be either 
sodded or seeded, and by next fall will be 
as attractive as possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 


A* the first athletic field which the city 


has provided for the public school pupils, 
this is worthy of notice. After a gentle 
slope from the school house for some dis- 
tance, the field is almost perfectly level, 
and furnishes an athletic field about 330 
by 160 feet in size, giving room for a base- 
ball field and other sports. At one end, 
and on a slightly lower level, is room for 
two tennis courts. 


This field is designed for the use of all 


public school pupils as well as those of 
the Braytonville school, and will be ap- 
preciated by all.
